Curious Manayement of Bees—A Mr. Ridge, 
who keeps an extensive provision warehouse in 
Sloan-strect, Chelsea, has in his shop a number of 
bee-hives the inhabitants of which may be seen bu- 
sily employed, by means of windows, which Mr. 
Ridge has contrived in his hives. ‘There is no gar- 
iden attached to the house, and the situation is in as 
-crowded and populous a neighbourhood as though 
iit were in the heartof London. The hives are 
‘placed with their mouths to a small orifice through 
‘the wallof the shop which communicates with a 
small yard attached to the house. On the outside, 
|immediately under the hole, is a ledge for the bees 
ito alight upon; and Mr. Ridge has ascertained that 
his lite favourites pick up their sweets in Batter- 
sea fields, amile at least from their hives. The 
bees are very healthy, and their work very forward 
This is the first season of the experiment, which 
Mr. Ridge considers to have succeeded most fully.
